St Petersburg, .Tan 3. — In diplo 


malic circlet*, where is every reason to 
behove there is the bet,t information 
regarding Uie plans of the .Japanese, 
it is stated that the fall of Port Arthur 
will be promptly followed by an offer

It is understood 


that a strong pfTort will be made to

let through the Persian gult. There 
i», however, no indication as to wheth- 
er an effort to induce President Roose- 
velt to tnove in the matter would be 
likely to succeed. It certainly is re- 
garded as unlikely that such a sugges- 
tion fahould com* through the United 
States unless the president has the 
strongest p-evious intimation that it 
would be frvorably consideied by the 
Rusbian government.

For years the kindergarten was re- 


garded 
as an institution

and peculiar in its character, and the 
kindergartner as a teacher favored by 
Providence with a special revelation 
of pedagogic truth. 


The War of (deas. 


Kindergartens and primary schools 


occupied militant camps and waged 
a most delicate, but none the less in- 
tense warfare. To future generations 
it Aviil no boubt be a source of aston- 
ishment -that such a state of affairs 
ever existed. 
But the kindergarten
